From  The  Director's  Desk 


In  1952  Hugh  Ellis  Walker  was  named  "Mr.  Delta  State."  In  many  ways  -  he 
still  is.  Through  the  years  the  title  of  the  school  has  changed  from  "Teachers 
College"  to  "College"  to  "University."  Hugh  Ellis  was  a  part  of  all  three. 

On  October  12  at  10:30  A.M.  the  alumni  and  foundation  facility  at  Delta  State 
University  will  be  named  the  Hugh  Ellis  Walker  Alumni-Foundation  House  and 
thousands  of  alumni  and  friends  will  nod  their  approval. 

A  former  student  body  president  and  two-sport  letterman,  Walker  returned  to 
Delta  State  as  its  Alumni  Secretary  on 
July  1, 1969.  During  his  tenure  the 
mailing  list  grew  from  2,300  to  16,000 
plus,  while  the  number  of  alumni  chap- 
ters increased  from  5  to  35.  Not  only 
was  there  tangible  proof  of  the  alumni 
association's  growth  but  his  leadership 
resulted  in  countless  positives  for  the 
university. 

On  July  1,  1987  Walker  accepted  the 
additional  responsibility  of  directing  the 
DSU  Foundation.  Five  years  later  the 
foundation  assets  had  increased  by 
more  than  150%.  Among  the  many  suc- 
cessful ventures  was  his  organizing  and 
directing  a  $450,000  fund  raising  effort 
to  construct  the  current  alumni-founda- 
tion house.  It  is  this  facility  that  will 
bear  the  name  of  a  man  who  once  stat- 
ed "  I  come  to  work  excited  everyday." 

In  my  years  of  association  with  Delta 
State,  I  have  come  to  know  Hugh  Ellis 

as  one  qualified  to  meet  whatever  challenge  comes  along.  I  have  witnessed  his 
gentleness  and  compassion  as  he  has  dealt  with  alumni  and  friends,  sharing  their 
happiness  and  sorrow.  I  also  have  seen  his  willingness  to  take  a  stand  when  the 
integrity  of  our  alma  mater  was  questioned.  Most  of  all  - 1  have  seen  a  man  who 
understood  the  meaning  of  the  word  "commitment"  and  lived  it. 

In  a  1993  Inter-Alumni  Council  resolution,  it  was  written  "Hugh  Ellis  Walker, 
an  honorable  man  of  superb  character,  has  been  a  true  friend  and  supporter  of  all 
the  Institutions  of  Higher  Learning  in  Mississippi  throughout  his  career,  giving  his 
time,  talents,  and  services  to  the  advancement  of  higher  education  in  Mississippi." 

Hugh  Ellis  -  you  have  always  been  an  excellent  representative  of  Delta  State 
and  I  will  definitely  be  among  those  nodding  approval  on  October  12  as  we 
express  our  sincere  appreciation  for  the  dedication,  loyalty  and  valuable  services 
rendered  to  our  alma  mater,  Delta  State.
